HERE As the court for the trial of Impeachments and the correction of Errors was held 
in the Senate room at Poughkepſie in the county of Dutcheſs, on Monday the twelfth day of 
January, in the year of our Lord one thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety five, and was then and there 
adjourned until the Monday then next. And whereas on Wedneſday the fourteenth day of January 
in the year a ſoreſaid the Legiſlature adjourned to meet at the City-hall of the city of New-York on 
S ueſday the twentieth day of January in the year aforeſaid, ſn that the ſaid court was not held on the 


day to which it was adjourned as aforeſaid; by reaſon whereof all proceedings depending therein be- 


came diſcontinued. For remedy whereof 
Be it enaited 4y the People of the State of New-York, repreſented in Senate and Aſſembly, and it is 


\. hereby enafled by the authority of the ſame, That all proceedings whatſoever depending in the ſaid court at

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An ACT concerning Furors for the trial of Tſues in the city of New-York. 
Paſſed the 4th of February, 1795. 


E it enatted by the People of the State of News York repreſented in Senate and Aſembly, and it is here- 
y enatfted by the authority of the ſame, That the mayor, aldermen and commonalty of the city of 


New-York in Common Council convened ſhall on or before the firſt day of July next, cauſe the name 


of each perſon reſiding in the city and county of New-York, qualified to ſerve on juries, with his place 


. of abode and addition to be written on a flip of paper or parchment, and the ſame flips of paper or 


. . parchment to be put into a box to be provided for the purpoſe. And that from and after the ſaid firſt 


day of July next, whenever any writ or proceſs ſhall be iſſued for ſummoning a jury for any trial to be 
hadin the city and county of New-York either in the Supreme court or in any court of Oyer and Terminer 


and Gaol delivery or circuit court or ſeſſions of the peace, or mayors court, the ſheriff or officer to 


whom ſuch writ or proceſs ſhall be directed, ſhall immediately upon receiving the ſame give notice 


thereof to the town clerk of the city of New-York, who ſhall thereupon” draw out of the faid box as 
many of the ſaid ſlips of paper or parchment as ſhall be equal to the number of jurors to be ſummoned 


upon fuch writ or proceſs. And if any perſon whoſe name ſhall be ſo drawn ſhall be dead, abſent 


from the city, or not qualified to ſerve as as a juror to the knowledge of the ſaid clerk, or be upon tho 
pannel of the grand jury to be ſummoned at the ſame term or ſeſſion, he ſhall draw another or others 


until he ſhall have drawn a ſufficient number who ate qualified, and ſhall then make a pannel of their 


names, with their places of abode and additions as the ſame are written on the ſame ſlips of paper or 
oY "parchment, unleſs any of them fhall have changed their places of reſidence to his knowledge, in which 


. caſe he fhall alter the fame in the pannel agreeable to the truth, and deliver the fame pannel

The Clerks —_ bow ſaid clerk ſhall have for his ſervices in drawing every ſuch jury and making the pannel ſix ſhillings, to be

mall be binding and concluſive upon the owners or occupants of ſuch houſes and lotts ſo to be aſſeſſed 
reſpectively, and ſuch owners and occupants reſpectively ſhall thereapon become and be liable and 
chargeable, and they are hereby required upon demand, to pay to ſuch perſon. or perſons as ſhall be 
authorized by the commiſſioners by their order for that purpoſe to be made in writing to receive the

occupant, or his or her legal repreſentative. 

Provided, That it ſhall be lawful to and for the ſaid commilioners, or any four of them, to direct 
and eſtabliſh certain rates at which any labour performed or materials furniſhed by any ſuch owner or 
occupant for and towards the completing of ſuch pavement as ſhall be credited on the ſaid aſſeſſment. 

And be it further enacted, That nothing in the preceding clauſe contained ſhall be conſtrued to af- 
fect any contract or agreement that hath been or ſhall be made between any land-lord and tenant re- 
ſpecting the payment of any ſuch charges or repairs, but that they ſhail be anſwerable to cach other in 
like manner as if this act had never been made, and that in cafe any money ſo from time to time to be 
aſſeſſed for the ſervice aforeſaid, ſhall be paid by any perſon when by agreement or by law the ſame 
ought to have been borne by ſome other perſon, that then it ſhall and may be lawful to and for the 
| perſon ſo paying the ſame, and he ſhall be and hereby is empowered and authorized to ſue for and 
recover the ſame with intereſt and coſts of ſuit in any court having cognizance thereof, as fo much 
money paid for the uſe of the perſon for whom or for whoſe ute the ſame ſhall have been paid. 

And be it further enafled, That if upon the completion of the pitching, levelling, forming and pav- 
ing the above mentioned ſtreets or roads, it ſhall appear to the ſaid commiilioners, that a greater ſum 

of money has been bona fide expended in completing the ſame, than the ſum mentioned in the eſti- 
mate ſo made as aforefaid, and actually collected, it ſhall and may be lawful to and for the ſaid com- 
miſhoners or any four of them to cauſe a further aſſeſſment to be made of the ſum which ſach bona 
tide expenditures ſhall exceed the ſum fo eſtimated and collected as aforeſaid, upon and among the 
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owners and occupants of all the houſes and lots before aſſeſſed as aforeſaid, and to cauſe the ſame to be 


collected in like manner as herein before directed, and that if the ſum actually expended ſhall be leſs 
than the ſum expreſſed in ſuch eſtimate and actually collected as aforeſaid, the ſurplus ſhall be forthwith 
rendered to the reſpective perſons from whom the ſame were ſo collected and received as aforeſaid, or 
his or her legal repreſentative. |

of the faid commiſſioners or any four of them, to cauſe an advertiſement to be printed for ſix weeks 
ſucceſſively in the public newſpapers to be printed by the printer to the State, and in one of the public 
newſpapers to be printed in Lanſingburgh aforeſaid, ſpecifying the number of faid lot or lots and the ſum 
or ſums ſo aſſeſſed upon them, and requiring the owners of ſuch lots to pay the ſaid ſum or ſums ſo aſſeſſed 
with the expence of ſuch advertiſements to the ſaid commiſſioners within nine months from the date

And be it further enacted, That the twelfth and thirteenth ſections of the before mentioned act, paſ- 
ſed April 6th, 1784, ſhall be as binding on the veſtries of the reſpective churches or congregations 
incorporated by this act, as upon the truſtees incorporated by it. 

And be it further enacted, That nothing in this act contained, ſhall be conſtrued; adjudged or taken 
to abridge or affect the rights of conſcience or private judgment, or in the leaſt to alter or change or 
interfere with the religious conſtitutions or governments of any churches or congregations whatſocvers 
ſo far as reſpects or in any wile concerus their doctrine, diſcipline or worſhip. ; 
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An ACT to raiſe a ſum of money, for deſraying the expenſe incurred in building the Court- Houſe and Gaol in 
the county of Herkemor. Paſſed the 24th of March, 1795. 


"OF the ſuperviſors of the county of Herkemer, have by their petition requeſted the 
l egiſlature to paſs a law to enable the ſuperviſors of ſaid county, to raiſe and levy on the free- 
holders and inhabitants of the ſaid county, a further ſum of money for the purpoſe of defraying the 
expenſes which have already accrued in the building of the court-houſe and gaol of ſaid county :— 
Therefore, 

Be it enatted by the People of the State of New-York, repreſented in Senate and Aſſembly, That it 
ſhall and may be lawful to and for the ſaperviſors of the county of Herkemer, or a majority of them, 
to meet at the court houſe in ſaid county on the laſt Tueſday in May next, or within thirty days there- 
after, and examine and aſcertain what ſum of money has been already expended in purchaſing materi- 
als for and towards building the court houſe and gaol in ſaid county, by the commiſſioners heretofore 
appointed for that purpoſe, and if upon examination of the accounts of ſaid commiſſioners relative to 
the ſaid court houſe and gaol, it ſhall appear to the ſuperviſors or a majority of them, that more mo- 
ney has already been actually expended by the ſaid commiſſioners towards the object aforeſaid, than 
the ſum heretofore directed by law to be raiſed by tax on ſaid county, then the ſaid ſuperviſors ſhall 
audit and allow the ballance on the accounts of ſaid commiſſioners, and ſhall order to be raiſed by ſur- 
ther tax on ſaid county, in like manner as other contingent charges are raiſed, a ſuflicient ſum to diſ- 
charge the ballances ſo found due, with the addition of ninepence on the pound for collecting the 
ſame, and the further ſum of three pence in the pound hereafter allowed to the treaſurer of the ſaid 
county, and the ſaid ſuperviſors are required to iſſue their warrants for that purpoſe, requiring the ſe- 
veral collectors to collect and pay the ſame to tae treaſurer of ſaid county, on or before the ſirſt day 
of October next, which money ſo raiſed and collected thall be paid by the faid county treaſurer to the 
ſaid commiſſioners or to their order. 

And be it further enacted, That it ſhall be lawful for the treaſurer of ſaid county, to retain in his own 
hands the ſum of three pence in the pound for his trouble in receiving and paying out the monies di- 
rected to be raiſed by this act. X

HERPFAS, by the conſtitution of this State, it is ordained, that Sheriſfs and coroners be an- 
nually appointed, and that no perſon ſhall be capable of holding either of the ſaid offices, more 
than four years ſucceſſively, nor the Sheriff of holding any other oſſice at the {:me time, and that where 
the duration of any office is not aſcertained by the conſtitution, ſuch othce ſhall be conſtrued to be 
held during the pleaſure of the council of appointment; and whereas it has frequently happened, that 
the Sheriff of a county has not been re-appointed, nor any new Sheriff appointed, until long after the 
expiration of a year, from the time of the next preceding appointment of ſuch Sheriff: And whereas 
the practice for ſuch Sheriff to continue in the execution of his office, beyond the time limited by the 
conſtitution to do and execute all the duties thereof, until a new Sheriff was appointed, commiſſioned 
and qualified, has been drawn into queſtion, in order therefore to prevent any miſchi-f that may ariſe, 
| Ve it enatted by the People of the State of New-York, repreſented in Senate and fifjembly, and it is 

hereby declared by the authority of the ſame, That it is, and ſhall be lawful for every Sheriff in this State, 
who now is, or hereafter ſhallbe appointed and commithoned as Sheriff, and has caken or ſhall take upon 
himſelf the ſaid office, to continue in and to do, execute and perſorm all the dutics of the ſaid othce, 
until a new Sheriff ſhall be appointed and commiiſioned in his place, and ſhall have delivered to him a 
writ of diſcharge, if he ſhall be found in the county, and if not, ſhall have filed the ſame in the office 
of the clerk of the county, but it thall nevertheleſs be the duty of the perſon adminiſtering the govern—

An ACT for the better extinguiſhing Fires in the town of Brooklyn in Kings county. 
Paſſed the 24th of March, 1795. 


E it enatted by the People of the State of New-York, repreſented in Senate and Aſſembly, and it ts 
herehy enacted by the authority of the ſame, That it ſhall and may be lawful for the freeholders and 
inhabitants of the town of Brooklyn in Kings county, having a right to vote at town meetings and re- 
ſiding near the ferry, within a line to begin at the eaſt river oppoſite to and to be drawn up the road 
that leads from the {till houſe, late the property of Philip Livingfton, deceaſed, and including the ſame 


ſtill houſe and the other buildings on the ſouth fide of the ſame road, to and acroſs the road leading from 
Bedford ſouth of the houſe of John B. Johnſon, and from thence northeaſterly, including all the houſes 


on the eaſt ſide of the road laſt mentioned, to and including the houſe and mills of John Jackſon at the 
caſt river aforeſaid, and from thence down the eaſt river to the place of beginning, to aſſemble togetber 
on the ſecond Tueſday in May next at the public ſchool houſe in the ſaid diſtrict, and on every ſecond 
Tueſday in May in every year thereafter, at ſuch place as ſhall be agreed on by a majority of votes at 
their laſt meeting, and then and there by a majority of the votes of thoſe ſo met and having a right to 
vote, chooſe ſo many able bodied and diſcreet men reſiding within the limits aforeſaid, as a majority 
of thoſe ſo met ſhall think proper, not exceeding thirty in the whole, to have the cuſtody care and ma- 
nagement of the fire engine or engines, and the other tools and inſtruments for extinguiſhing fires 
within the limits aforeſaid, and all or any of the perſons ſo by them to be choſen from time to time at 
any ſuch meeting, to remove or diſplace, and any other perſon or perſons in his or their place and ſtead 
to chooſe as aforeſaid, and that the perſons ſo to be choſen ſkall be called © The Firemen of Brooklyn,” 
and ſhall be ready at all times, as well by night as by day, to manage, work and exerciſe the ſame fire- 
engine or engines and the other tools or inſtruments aforeſaid, and ſhall be ſubject to ſuch rules, or- 
ders and regulations as the freeholders and inhabitants reſiding within the faid diſtrict and having a 


right to vote as aforeſaid, ſhall at ſuch meeting from time to time, make and eſtabliſh for the better 


government of the ſaid firemen, and likewiſe at every ſuch meeting to chooſe in manner aforeſaid, a 
proper perſon reſiding within the ſaid diſtrift to be their clerk whoſe duty it ſhall be to enter all the 
names of ſuch perſons choſen firemen as aforeſaid, in a book to be by him provided and kept for that 
purpoſe, and to make an entry of all the eee in the ſaid book at every ſuch meeting; and like- 


wiſe that a majority of the freeholders and inhabitants at their meetings as aforeſaid, are hereby em- 


powered to direct and require the inhabitants and owners of houſes, to provide themſelves with ſuch 
and ſo many fire- buckets to be ready in their reſpective houſes, for the purpoſe of extinguiſhing fires 


which may happen in the ſaid diſtrict, and to impoſe ſuch reaſonable fines and penalties for every. 


neglect, default or difobedience of ſuch rules and regulations, or deficiency of buckets as a majority of 


the ſaid freeholders at their faid meetings as aforeſaid ſhall think proper; which fines, penalties and 


forfeitures ſhall be recovered before any juſtice of the peace in and for the ſaid county, by the Taid 
clerk, in an action of debt with coſts, in his own name, and when recovered ſhall be applied towards 


l in repair the ſaid ſire engines and tools thereunto ng.

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And be it further enafed by the authority aforeſaid, That every perſon ſo to be choſen a fireman as 
aforeſaid, ſhall be and is hereby declarcd to be during his continuing as a fireman, and no longer, ex- 
empted and privileged from ſerving in the oſſice of overſeer of the highways or conſtable, and from be- 
ing empaneled on any jury or inqueſt, and from militia duty, except in caſes of invaſion or other immi- 
nent danger, and a certificate from the clerk aforeſaid, ſhall be ſufficient evidence of ſuch privilege and 
exemption. 


And be it further enafled by the authority aforeſaid, That it ſhall and may be lawful for the freehold- 


ers and inhabitants of the ſaid town of Brooklyn reſiding within the limits aforeſaid, or a majority of 


them, ſo entitled to vote as aforeſaid, at any ſuch meeting to direct ſuch ſum or ſums of money as they 
ſhall deem neceſſary and proper for repairing the fire engines and other inſtruments for extinguiſhing 
fires now provided, or hereafter to be provided within the ſaid diſtrict to be raiſed levied and collected 
from the freeholders and inhabitants reſiding within the ſaid diſtrict at the fame time and in 
the ſame manner as the monies for the maintenance of the poor within the town of Brook- 
lyn are by law directed to be raiſed and collected, and agreeable to the aſſeſſors tax-liſt in the ſaid town 
for the time being, and the ſaid monies when collected to be paid into the hands of the ſaid clerk to be 
by him paid and applied for the purpoſes aforeſaid, at ſuch time and in ſuch manner as the major part 
of ſuch firemen ſhall from time to time direct and appoint. 

And be it further enacted by the authority afereſaid, That the act paſſed the fifteenth day of March, 
1788, entitled © An act for the better extinguiſhing fires in the town of Brooklyn in Kings county,“ 
{hall from and after the paſling of this act be and the ſame is hereby repealed. 
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An ACT concerning the legacy bequeathed by David Jones for the benefit of a charity ſchool. 
| Paſſed the 24th of March 1795. 

HEREAS David Jones late of Fort Neck in Queens county, deceaſed, in and by his laſt will 

and teſtament did give and bequeath unto the charge and care of the church wardens of the 
pariſh of Hempſtead in Queens county aforeſaid for the time being, and to the charge and care of their 
ſucceſſors for ever annually choſen by virtue of the act entitled “ An act for ſettling a miniſtry and 
raiſing a maintenance for them in the city of New-York, county of Richmond Weſtcheſter and Queens 
county, theſum of three hundred pounds current money of New. York, to be lent out on intereſt on good 
land ſecurity, and the ſaid intereſt annually applied forever in the education andinſtrutionof ſuch poor 
children belonging to the town of Oyſterbay as the ſaid Church wardens for the time being ſhall deem 
proper objects of charity, the ſaid church wardens once in every year on the firſt Tueſday in May to 
deliver unto the veſtry of the pariſh of Hempſtead annually elected by virtue of the faid act, a juſt true 
and circumſtantial account on oath of all their proceedings in relation to the diſpoſition and application of 
the ſaid intereſt money, and how and to whom the principal ſums are lent, and to take the directions of 
the ſaid veſtry with reſpect to their further proceedings therein. And although the executors of the 
ſaid laſt will and teſtament or ſome or one of them offered to pay the ſaid legacy yet no perſon applied 
for payment thereof, and the ſame remains unpaid : And whereas the ſaid executors are dead, and ad- 
miniſtration of the goods chattels and credits which were of the ſaid David Jones at the time of his 
death not adminiſtered by his executors, has been committed with his ſaid will annexed unto Samuel 
Jones and Samuel Clows, who it is ſuggeſted will probably ſoon have aſſets in their hands ſufficient 
to pay the ſaid ſum of three hundred pounds, but the act mentioned in the faid bequeſt having been 
repea!2d, there is not any perſon authorized to receive the ſame: In order therefore that the intentions 
of the teſtator may be carried into execution, 

BE it enacted by the People of the State of New-York, repreſented in Senate and A embly, and it is 
hereby enacted by the authority of the ſame, That it ſhall and may be lawful for the ſaid adminiſtrators to 
pay the ſaid three hundred pounds to the overſeers of the poor of the ſaid town of Oyſterbay for the 

time being or either of them, whoſe receipt for the ſame ſhall be a ſufficient diſcharge to the ſaid admi- 
niſtrators for the ſaid legacy. And the ſaid overſeers of the poor of the ſaid town of O ſterbay and 
their ſuceceſſors are hereby directed and required to lend out the ſaid ſum of three hundred pounds at 
intereſt on good land ſecurity, and to apply the ſaid intereſt annually for ever in the education and in- 
{truQion of ſuch poor children belonging to the ſaid town of Oylterbay as the ſaid overſcers of the poor 
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of the ſaid town of Oyſterbay ſor the time being ſhall deem proper objects of charity; and once in 


every year on the laſt Tueſday in March in every year to deliver to the town clerk and ſuperviſor ſor 
the time being of the ſaid town of Oyſterbay and ſuch juſtice or juſtices of the peace as may reſide in 
the ſaid town of Oyſterbay, or ſuch of them as ſhall then meet to examine and audit the accounts of the 
overſeers of the poor of the ſaid town of Oyſterbay, a juſt true and circumſtantial account on oath of 
all their proceedings in relation to the diſpoſition and application of the ſaid intereſt money, and how 
and to whom the principal fums are lent, And the ſaid town-clerk, ſuperviſor and juſtice or juſtices 
ſhall make a report thereof to the then next town meeting to be held in the ſaid town of Oyſterbay; 
and the ſaid town meeting may give ſuch directions with reſpect to the further proceedings of the ſaid 


overſeers therein as the major part of the freeholders and inhabitants of the ſaid town 
deem proper or neceſſary. '

BE it enacted by Y People of the State of New-York, repreſented in Senate and Aſſembly, and it is 
hereby enafled by the authority of the ſame, That it ſhall and may be lawful for the commiſſioners of the 
Land- office to cauſe to be ſurveyed and laid out for the ſaid petitioners one entire tract as near in a ſquare 
as local circumſtances will admit of not leſs than ſeven thouſand, nor more than ten thouſand acres of 
the vacant and unappropriated land belonging to the People of this State ſo as to include their preſent 
improvements, and ſhall cauſe letters patent under the great ſeal of this State to be iſſued for the ſame 
to the Surveyor General of this State and his heirs in truſt for the petitioners and their heirs z and that 
the Surveyor General ſhall cauſe the faid tract to be divided among the ſaid petitioners, allotting to 
each of them an equal quantity as nearly as may be, and ſo as to include his own improvements; and 
upon either of the petitioners paying to the Surveyor General ſix ſhillings for each acre of the land fo

HEREAS: the Directors of the Inland Lock Navigation Companies inſtituted by the legiſla- 
ture, have by their petition reſpectfully repreſented, that only ſeven hundred and forty three 
ſhares in the weſtern company, and fix hundred and ſeventy fix in the northern company have been 
ſubſcribed to the ſtock of rhe ſaid companies, and that of thoſe, about two hundred and forty in each 
company have become forfeited, by reaſon that the holders thereof have refuſed or. neglected to pay 
the ſum required of them in conformity to law; by means whereof the reſidue of the ſtock in both 
companies is now held by only one hundred and ſixty nine perſons, who, altho* willing to proſecute 


the objects of the inſtitutions with vigour and energy, are incapable to make the requiſite advances, 


as the expenſe to be incurred on each ſhare will be double of what was originally intended, occaſioned 
by the deficit of the un- ſubſeribed ſhares, and the forfeitures aforeſaid; and have prayed legiſlative 
relief in the premiſes. And whereas the legiſlature by the act of incorporation, intended, that the 
ſtock of the ſaid companies reſpectively ſhould conſiſt of one thouſand ſhares, and that the objects of 
the inſtitution were to facilitate the tranſportation of produce as an important mean to promote the 
agriculture and commercial intereſt of the State :>—Therefore,

An ACT relative to Lands in Brothertown. Paſſed the 31ſt of March, 1795. 

HEREAS certain lands heretofore in the county of Montgomery, now in the county of Herkemer, 
\ w-re by law appropriated to the uſe of the Indians commonly called New-England Indians, and 
particularly deſignated in an act entitled“ An act for the ſale and diſpoſition of lands belonging to the 
people of this State,” paſſed the twenty fifth day of February, one thouſand ſeven hundred and eighty 
nine, with permiſſion to the ſaid Indians under certain reſtrictions, to leaſe a part of the ſaid lands for 
a term not exceeding ten years. And whereas ſeveral Indians in their individual capacity have granted 
leaſes for ſach quantities of the ſaid land, as that others of the Indians who were intended to be parti- 
cipants in the ſaid lands, cannot be accommodated with a part thereof, which has occaſioned diſputes 
ar d controverſies between the ſaid Indians themſclves and between them and the white inhabitants 
ſettled on the ſaid lands. And whereas the ſaid Indians and the ſaid white inhabitants, have by. peti- 
tion ſeverally ſolicited legiſlative interference in the premiſes : "Therefore, 

Be it enatted ) he People of the State of New-York, repreſented in Senate and Aſſembly, and it is 
hereby enacted by the authority of the ſame, That Samuel Jones, Ezra L'Hammedieu and Zina Hirchcock 
be, and they hereby are appointed commiſſioners for ſetling and adjuſting all differences which have 
ariſen or may ariſe between the Indians reſiding on the ſaid lands, and between them and the ſeve- 
ral tribes of Indians claiming an intereſt in the ſaid lands, and between the ſaid Indians and the ſaid 
white inhabitants. 

Ard be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That it ſhall be the duty of the ſaid commiſſion- 
ers, as ſoon as may be after the firſt day of May next, to repair to Brothertown, and there to 
examine into all differences which may have ariſen between the ſaid Indians, and between the ſaid In- 
dians and the ſaid white inhabitants, and to hear the ſeveral allegations and proofs of the ſaid parties. 

And be it further enatted by the authority aforeſaid, That it ſhall and may be lawful for the ſaid com- 
miſſioners to ſet off part of the ſaid tract in one entire piece for the uſe of the Indians now reſiding 
in Brothertown, and for ſuch other Indians as may be entitled to land in Brothertown; notwithſtand- 
ing any leaſe or leaſes made by individual Indians to any white perſon or perſons whether reſident on 
the ſame land or not: Provided that ſuch piece ſo to be ſet off thall not contain leſs than fix nor more 
than ten thouſand acres. 

And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That it ſhall and may be lawful for the ſaid com- 
miſſioners to make a diviſion of the remainder of the land in Brothertown among ſuch perſons as have 
obtained leaſes from individual Indians or claim under ſuch leaſes, if ſuch leſſees and ſuch claimants 
were actually refideat on and occupying of the ſaid land on or before the twenty-ſeventh day of De- 
cember Jaſt, in ſuch proportion as they in their judgment ſhall deem equitable, taking into conſidera- 
tion in ſuch apportionment the improvements which may have been made by any of the ſaid leſſees on 
the lands which the ſaid commiſſioners ſhall appropriate for the ſettlement of Indian families or indivi- 
dual Indians, and to ſell the ſame to the ſaid perſons in Brothertown ſo having obtained leaſes or claim- 
ing under leaſes from individual Indians as aforefaid, and who were ſo actually reſident on and occu- 
pying of the ſaid lands at ſuch price and on ſuch payments as they in their judgment ſhall deem molt 
advantageous to the State, and leaſt oppreſſive to the purchaſers: And in behalf of the People of this 
State to give conveyances for the ſame lands and to take mortgages for the payment of the purchaſe 
money in the name of the People of this State, to cauſe the ſame to be regiſtered 1 in the proper othce 
and to deliver the originals together with all the purchaſe money they may receive to the Treaſurer of 
this State.

HEREAS the mayor aldermen and commonalty of the city of New-York, by their petition 
have repreſented to the legiſlature, that the building appropriated for the reception of the poor 
and indigent inhabitants of the ſaid city are ſo decayed, tha t it will be diſhcult, it not impoſſible to ac- 
commodate with any degree of comfort thoſe perſons whoſe unfortunate lot it may be to be placed 
therein during the enſuing winter, and that they have with the monies raiſed by tax on the ſaid city, 
provided a conſiderable quantity of materials for the purpoſe of erecting a new building; but by rea- 
ſon of the expenſive and neceſſary annual improvements in the ſaid city fince the late war, which have 
been borne by the inhabitants thereof with great cheerfulneſs, it would be too great a burden on them

HEREAS it is of the higheſt | importance to the ſecurity and defence of this State, that an ef- 
fectual corps of artillery ſhould be in readineſs in ne city of New-York, to man and protect 
the works in the ſaid city and its vicinity. ; 

And whereas it is expedient that encouragement ſhould be afforded by the legiſlature, as well to ac- 
compliſh this object, as to compenſate the men who engage in that ſervice for the extraordinary trou- 
ble and expenſe to which they are neceſſarily ſubjected ; Therefore, 

BE it enacted ) the People of the State of New-York, repreſented in Senate and Aſenb h, That 
any non-commiſhoned officer or private of any company of artillery within the city and county of 
New-York, who ſhall produce a certificate dated within three months of the then preſent time, fgned 
by the captain of ſuch co:npany, and counterſigned by the commandant of the regiment or brigade to 
which ſuch company belongs, that he belongs to ſuch company, ſhall not be compelled to ferve on any 
grand or petit jury within this State, 


Aud be it Further enafted, That it ſhall be the duty of the ſeveral Pal within ho 3 ; 
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ty of New-York, whenews they have aſſeſſed the praperty of any non-commilfioned officer or private 
as aforeſaid, or property for which he is bound to pay the taxes for the purpoſe of levying a tax to 
defray the contingent expenſes of the ſaid city and county, upon his producing ſuch certificate, to de- 
duct from ſuch aſlefiment the ſum of two hundred pounds, and the reſidue only ſhall be the ſum for 
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which he ſhall be aſſeſſed. 


And beit further enacted, That any non-commilſioned officer or private as aforeſaid, who ſhall pro- 
duce a certificate ſigned and counterſigned as aforeſaid, that he has ſerved faithfully in ſaid company

An ACT to enable the Mayor, Aldermen and Commonalty of the City of News-Yirk, to rai iſe hy Lottery, 
a ſum not exceeding ten thouſand pounds for the pur peſes therein mentioned. 


Paſſed the 6th of April, 1795. 

\ N T HEREAS the mayor aldermen and commonalty of the city of New-York, by their petition 
| have repreſented to the legiſlature, that the building appropriated for the reception of the poor 
and indigent inhabitants of the ſaid city are ſo decayed, tha t it will be diſhcult, if not impoſſible to ac- 
commodate with any degree of comfort thoſe perſons whoſe unfortunate lot it may be to be placed 
therein during the enſuing winter, and that they have with the monies raiſed by tax on the ſaid city, 
provided a conſiderable quantity of materials for the purpoſe of erecting a new building; but by rea- 
ſon of the expenſive and neceſſary annual improvements in the ſaid city ſince the late war, which have 
been borne by the inhabitants thereof with great cheerfulneſs, it would be too great a burden on them 
to raiſe the monies which will be required for the erection of this neceſſary building by an immediate 


tax, and have therefore prayed that a law may be paſſed to authoriſe them to raiſe a ſum not excced- 
ing ten thouſand pounds by lottery. 


And whereas the ſaid city from its ſituation is neceſſarily the recepticle of a greater proportion of 


paupers than any other city or county within this State, and the erection of ſuch a building in the ſaid 
city would be highly beneficial to the ſame, and it is but juſt and reaſonable, that confidering the great 
| burdens heretofore borne by the ſaid inhabitants for the improvement of the ſaid city, that relief ſhould 
be offered to the ſaid city in the 3 prayed for: — Therefore, 

Ve it enatted by the People of the State of New-York, repreſented in Senate and Aſemdly, That it 
ſhall and may be lawful for the mayor, aldermen and commonalty of the city of New-York, to raife a 
ſum not exceeding ten thoutand pounds by a lottery to be made for that purpoſe, and to apply the pro- 
ceeds thereof to the Jiſcharge of the expenſes to ariſe for the erection of the ſaid building: And in 
order to carry ſuch lottery into effect, 

Be it further enafed, That it ſhall and may be lawful for the ſaid mayor, aldermen and commonalty 
of the city of New-York, to employ ſuch fit perſon or perſons under them to ſell the tickets and ma- 
nage the ſaid Jottery, in ſuch way, and under ſuch regulations as they ſhall judge proper. 

And be it further enafted, That if any perſon or perſons ſhall forge or counterfeit any ticket or tie- 
kets to be made in virtue of this act, or alter any number thereof, or utter or offer for ſale, or ſell to any 
perſon or perſons any forged or counterfeited ticket or tickets, or any ticket or tickets whereof the 
number is altered, knowing them to be ſuch, or bring the ſame to any of the managers wich an intent 
to defraud the ſaid mayor, aldermen and commonalty of the city of New-York, or any adventurer in the 
ſaid lottery z every ſuch perſon or perſons being thereof convicted according to the due courſe of law, 
{hall be adjudged a felon, and ſuffer the puniſhment of confinement in priſon during his natural life. 

And be it further enacted, That the ſaid mayor, aldermen and commonalty of the city of New-York, 
' ſhall report to the legiſlature at their next meeting, the Kate and progreſs of the ſaid lottery, and to eve- 
ry ſucceeding legiſlature until the object of the ſaid lottery ſhall be accomplithed.

An ACT relative to Roads aud Highways in the City of Hudſon. 
Paſſed the 6th of April, 1795. 


HEREAS the mayor, der, aldermen and commonalty of the city of Hudtion, have by their 
petition repreſented that it would promote the intereſt of the inhabitants of the ſaid city, that 
a law ſhould be paſſed enabling the ſaid mayor, recorder, aldermen and commonalty to raiſe a ſum of 
money by tax, inſtead of aſſeſſing days labor, for the purpoſe of making, repairing and improving the 
roads and highways within the ſaid city: Therefore, 

BE it enatted by the People of the State of New-York, reprefentdd in Senate and Afemdly, That it 
{hall and may be lawful for the mayor, recorder aldermen and commonalty of the city of Hudſon, in 
common council convened, or a major part of them, to raiſe a ſum of money annuilly upon the free- 
holders and inhabitants of the ſaid city, not exceeding the ſum of three hundred pounds, for the pur- 
poſe of making, repairing and improving the roads and highways therein, to be aſſeſſed, collected and 
paid in ſuch manner as the other contingent charges of the ſaid city are directed by law to be aſſeſſed, 
collected and paid : Provided nevertheleſs, 

And be it further enacted, That any tax to be aſſeſſed by virtue of this act on the frecholders and in- 
habitants of the ſaid city, ſhall in no inſtance be more than fix pounds for any one individual in one year. 


And be it further enacted, That this act ſhall continue and remain in force for the term of four years 
and no longer, from and after the paſling the ſame. 
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An ACT for the prefers ruation of the Fi Mery i in that part of Croton River which hes in the . of We eft= 

cheſter. - Paſſed the 6th of April, 1795: 

HEREAS it hath dab repreſented by the petition of a number of the inhabitants of the 

county of Weſtcheſter, living near Croto:« river, that the common privilege of taking fiſh in 
the faid river, is greatly obſtructed by ſetting nets and fikes acroſs the ſaid river between -ſun ſet and 
ſun riſe in the months of April and May, in every year, whereby the free N of fiſh up the ſaid 
river is greatly obſtructed; for remedy whereof, 

BE it enatted by the People of the State of New-York, repreſented in Senate and Afembly, That 
if any perſon or perſons ſhall between ſunſet and ſun riſe in the months of April and May in any. 
year hereafter, ſer or place any net or hke, or cauſe the ſame to be ſet or placed in or acroſs that part 
of Croton river which is in the county of Weſtcheſter, ſhall for every ſuch offence forfeit and pay the 
ſum of forty ſhillings, to be recovered by action of debt, with coſts of ſuit, by any perſon or perſons 
who will proſecute for the ſame before any juſtice of the peace in and for the ſaid county, the one half 
of which ſum when ſo recovered ſhall be for the uſe of the poor of the town where the offence ſhall be 
committed, and the other half for the uſe of the perſon or perſons proſecuting for the ſame.

An ACT for the relief of Samuel Waterhouſe and others. Paſſed the 6th of April, 1795. 

HERE AS Samuel Waterhouſe, Abraham Waterhouſe, Abraham Waterhouſe junior, Joſiah 
Waterhouſe, Roſwell Hopkins and Iſaac Hopkins, did on the twenty ninth day of January, one 
thouſand ſeven hundred and eighty two, purchaſe of Chriſtopher Yates and John Lanſing junior, 
commiſſioners for procuring a ſum in ſpecie, ſix ſeveral tracts of land each containing five hundred 
acres, being part of a tract of land ſituated in the county of Waſhington, commonly called Skeens 
little patent, and paid into the treaſury of this State the ſum of one hundred and ſeventy five pounds 
for each of the ſaid'fraQts, being at the rate of ſeven ſhillings per acre. And whereas the quantity of 
one thouſand three hundred and twenty one acres of the ſaid land, being part of each of the ſaid five 
hundred acre tracts, is held and claimed under, and has become part of the State of Vermont, ſo that 
the ſaid purchaſers have loſt the ſame ; and it being proper that retribution ſhould be made to the pur-

BE it enatted, by he people of the State of New-York, repreſented in Senate and Aſembly, and it is 
hereby enafted by the authority of the ſame, That the treaſurer of this State be, and he is hereby directed 
out of any monies now in the treaſury not otherwiſe appropriated, to pay unto the judges of the court 
of common pleas for the county of Waſhington, or the major part of them, or to their order, the ſum 
of four hundred and ſixty two pounds ſeven ſhillings, with the intereſt thereon, at and after the rate of 
five per cent per annum, to be computed from the time the ſaid purchaſe money was paid into the 
treaſury as aforeſaid ; and the ſaid judges or the major part of them, ſhall divide the ſame among them 
the ſaid Samuel Waterhouſe, Abraham Waterhouſe, Abraham Waterhouſe junior, Joſiah Waterhouſe 
Roſwell Hopkins, and Iſaac Hopkins, or their aſſigns, in proportion to the land ſo loſt by them reſpec- 
tively as aforeſaid, and ſhall take from them reſpeCtively or from the perſon or perſons entitled under 
them to the lands ſo loſt, a releaſe of their eſtate, right and title therein to the people of the State of 
New-York, and depoſit the ſame releaſes in the ofhce of the treaſurer of this State.

HERE As by an act, entitled, C An act appointing commiſſioners with power to declate the 
conſent of the Legiſlature of this State, that a certain territory, within the juriſdiction theruot, 
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ſhould be Formed into a new State,” certain {FSA therein named, were appointed commiſſioners with 
full power, or any four or more of them in their diſcretion, as they ſhould judge the peace, and intereſt 
of the United States in general, and of this State in particular to require the ſame, and on ſuch terms 
and conditions, and. in ſuch manner and form as they ſhould judge neceſſary and proper, to declare the 


conſent of the Legiſlature of this State; that ſuch diſtrict or territory within the juriſdiction, and in 


the north eaſtern and northern parts thereof, as the ſaid commiſſioners ſhall judge moſt convenient, 
ſhould be formed and erected into a new State, and with farther full power to treat, conclude and 
= zree with any perſon or perſons, or any aſſemblies or bodies of people touching the premiſes, or 


touching the ceding or-relinquiſhing the juriſdiction of this-State, over ſuch diſtrict or territory, or

Be it enatted, ) the people of the State of New-York, repreſented in Senate . and Aſſembly, and it 
is hereby enacted by the authority of the ſame, That Robert Yates, John Lanſing, jun. and Abraham Van 
Veghten be, and they are hereby appointed commiſhoners, to hear and determine all claims to lands 
in the ſaid ſtate of Vermont, under grants from the late colony of New-York, not intended as confir- 
mations of grants from New-Hampſhire, and that ir ſhall and may be lawful for the ſaid commiſſioners, 
or the majority of them, to hear and determine the ſaid ſeveral claims, and to aſcertain what proporti- 
on, if any, each claimant ought to receive of the ſaid money, ſo paid by the ſaid ſtate of Vermont, and 
to give them certificates thereof; and the treaſurer of this ſtare is hereby required to pay the ſum 
mentioned in each of the ſaid certificates to the perſon therein named.

Be it further enacted, That the Treaſurer of this State be, and he is hereby directed to pay to the 
ſaid Secretary, the amount of the ſaid expenſes, agrecably to ſuch account thereof, as he ſhall produce 
audited by the Auditor of this State. 

AND WHEREAS it appears that William Colbrath, late Sheriff of the county of Herkemer, 
hath expended the ſum of thirty-one pounds, two ſhillings and three pence, in executing the orders of 
his Excellency the Governor of this ſtate, relative t to the intruders © on the land, belonging to the Bro- 
thertown Indians. Therefore, 

Be it further enacted, That the Treafurer of this ſtate be, and he is hereby authorized and required 
to pay to the ſaid William Colbrath, the ſaid ſum of thirty one pounds two ſhillings and three pence, for 
his ſervices and expenſes in executing the ſaid orders. 

And be it further enacted, 'That the Treaſurer of this ſtate ſhall pay to Sebaſtian Bauman, late com- 
mĩſſary gf military ſtores, for his ſervices in the ſaid office, from the firit day of July, one thouſand ſe- 
ven hundred and ninety-two, at and after the rate of forty pounds per annum, during his continuance 
in office, and alſo to Robert Hunter the preſent commiſſary of military ſtores, for ſuch time as he hath 
been in the ſaid office, until the firſt day of July next, at and after the rate of forty pounds per annum. 

And be it further enacted, That the Treaſurer ſhall pay to the clerks of the Senate and Aſſembly, 
ſerjeants at arms, and the door-keepers of the Senate and the Aſſembly, the ſum of four ſhillings a day 
in addition to the ſalaries allowed them by the act entitled“ An act for the ſupport of government,“ 
for every day chey ſhall have attended the Legiſlature during the preſent ſeſſion, to be certified in the 
manner directed in the act above mentioned. 

AND WHEREAS by the act entitled“ An act for the payment of the baue of certain oſficers 
of government and other contingent expences,””* paſſed 27th March 1794, an appropriation of three 
thouſand five hundred pounds is made for the ſupport of ſuch of the inhabitants of Saint Domingo 
reſident within this State as ſhall be found in want of ſuch ſupport, and the diſpoſition of the ſaid mo- 
nies is placed in the hands of the perſon adminiſtering the government of this State under certain con- 
ditions and reſtrictions in the ſaid act ſpeciſied. 

And whereas only part of the ſaid monies have been expended in * reſpecting the premiſes, and

Be it further enacted, That it ſhall and may be lawful for the perſon nierten the government 
of this State to cauſe the reſidue of the monies ſo. appropriated to be drawn from rhe treaſury of this 
State and expended for the relief of the perſons and in the manner ſpecified in the ſaid ac. 

And be it further enafted, That there ſhall be allowed and paid by the Treaſurer to Major General

Sa the ſum of thirty one pounds eight ſhillins and fix pence, being the ec monies paid 
by him for expreſſes ſent to the different commanding officers in the weſtern diſtrict to repair to Fort 
Stanwix to receive their proportion of arms and accoutrements, and for his expences including the hire 
of a waggon while attending the above ſervice, and the further ſum of twelve ſhillings per day exclu- 
five of his neceſſary expences, not herein before provided for, for every day he mall have been, bona 
fide, employed as a commiſſioner of fortifications in the Weſtern or Eaſtern diſtrict of this State, or in 
attending to the ſervice particularly committed to his care by the commander jn chief on his account 
being liquidated by the Auditor of this State. 

And be it further enacted, That the Treaſurer of the State ſhall pay to Melancton L. Woolley or to 
his order the ſum of one hundred and nine pounds twelve ſhillings in full for his expences in executing 
the orders of the Governor relative to the tranſportation, diſpoſition and guarding of the arms and am- 
munition ſent to the northern frontiers of this State in conſequence of the encroachments of the Bri- 
tiſh government upon thar part of the State, and the further ſum of ſixteen pounds eight ſhillings in 
full for his perſonal ſervices in performing the ſaid buſineſs. 

And be it further enafted, That the Treaſurer of this State ſhall pay unto the-Surveyor General on 
a whrrant or warrants from the perſon adminiſtering the government of this State for the time being, 
not exceeding in the whole the ſum of one thouſand pounds, as ſhall be neceflary to defray the expenſes 
which may from time to time attend the execution of the duties enjoined on the ſaid Surveyor Gene- 
ral by the act entitled An act for the further ſale of the unappropriated lands of this State, and that the 
ſaid Surveyor General ſhall from time tò time account for the ſame with the Auditor of this State. 

And be it further-enafted, That the Treaſurer ſhall out of any monies in the treaſury not appropri- 
ated, and not ariſing from the intereſt of any monies loaned by this State, pay unto the truſtees of 
Union College in the town of Schenectady or to their order the ſum of fifteen hundred pounds as a 
free and voluntary gift on the part of the People of this State, to be by them applied to the purchaſe of 
an apparatus of inſtruments and machines for illuſtrating lectures in aſtronomy geography and natural 
philoſophy, and the reſidue if any to be applied to the purchaſe of ſuch books for the uſe of the ſaid 
College as the truſtees may think proper. 

And be it further enacted, That the Treaſurer ſhall pay unto Philip Schuyler the ſum of four pounds 
cighteen ſhillings for ſo much paid by him to Iſaac Lawſon for boarding John Swancy ſeven weeks pre- 
vious to the Legiſlative proviſion made at the laſt ſeſſion for the ſupport of the ſaid John Swancy. 


And be it further enacted, That ſuch members of the Legiſlature being of the joint committee to I 


canvaſs the votes for repreſentatives in Congreſs and met for that purpcſe at the Secretaries oilice on 
the firſt Tueſday of January laſt be allowed twenty ſhillings per day until the Legiſlature met in Neu- 
York in purſuance of their adjournment from Foughkeepſie. 

And be it further enacted, That the Treaſurer in ſettling the account of John Carpenter ſhall allow 
three per cent on the certificates depoſited in the Treaſury by him for ſecurity of monies loaned of the 
State from the time of ſuch depokit. - 

And be it further enacted, That there be granted to the Agricultural Society incorporated in this 
State the ſum of one thouſand dollars tobe paid out of any monies appropriated in the treaſu y to 
of the communications made to the ſaid Society as they may Foes moſt likely to promote the intereſt 
of agriculture, one copy of which ſhall be diſtributed by the Society to each perſon who ſhall be enti- 
tled to receive the laws and journals of this ſtate, and for defraying ſuch other expenſes for the pro- 
motion-of agriculture as ſhall be-determined on by the faid Society; which expenditures ſhall be laid 
before the Legiſlature at their next meeting. .
